GENTS FOR PACIFIC CO 
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TRANSPORTATION REQUESTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue making out of transportation requests Over 
long distances, including sleeping car accommoda- 
tion, second class rates, etc., has puzzled post quar- 
termasters and their clerks very often, and errors 
have caused annoyance in many instances to parties 
travelling under orders. Is there no remedy for it ? 

At posts near large cities, or by quartermasters at 
depots, etc., no trouble is experienced in ascertain- 
ing route and rate; but the officer stationed miles 
from a railroad station, and that generally only a 
small affair where nothing but local tickets are is- 
sued, is in a decided quandary when transportation 
to u distant place is required, ashe has Do means 
of knowing the shortest usually travelled route, the 
difference in cost of first and second class fare, and 
the price of sleeping car accommodations, etc. 

In making up the table of distances a great help 
could be introduced by indicating the R. R. termini 
of the line of travel and marking the aided rail- 
roads by star or otherwise between points. 

In addition to this, the different rate sheets of all 
traffic associations (passenger) and a copy of the 
Travellers’ Official Guide should be furn’shed each 
post quartermaster whenever issued. T.C. 








THE NEW RIFLE BULLET. 


WE see it stated that a laborer at Aldershot be- 
came the unwilling subject of an interesting but 
painful experiment a few weeks ago, when he was 
shot, accidentally, through the thigh by a soldier, 
who was practicing with thenew Lee-Metford mag- 
azine rifle, which bas just been adupted for the 
British Army. The bullet passed clean through the 
thigh, but the wound healed so rapidly and well 
that the patient was up and on a meat diet in eleven 
days. In twenty-four days he was discharged well, 
with bis leg in as good condition as ever. Soon after 
this the unlucky man caught cold and died of bron- 
chitis, and the army surgeons promptly seized the 
opportupit 
They found that all internal traces of the wound 
bad vanished. ‘From this fact they draw the con- 
clusion that, whatever may be the power of the 
new rifle in dieob ling. emueh larger number of men 
in a given time older weapons, the severity 
of individual wounds inflicted will be much less. lp 
place of large and tracks, where there al- 
— was considerable destruction of tissue, they 
inflict much smaller wounds, with such trifling 
damage to the soft tissues through which the ball 
_ passes that the destruction of substance resulting is 

almost inappreciable. The size and severity of the 
wound will be further decreased by the sheathing 
of bard metal eneasing the bullet, which prevents 
the lead from breaking up on contact. 








AUTUMN MANCEUVRES, 


Descristnea the Autumn Army Manceuvres iu 
England, the United Service Gazette says: ‘‘War was 
declared on Taoursday morning, and for six hours 
the tide of battle ebbed and flowed across the lofty 
South Hants Downs and bosky lanes. It was an in- 
ternecine struggle, for brigade was pitted against 
brigade in the respective divisions. There was 
plenty of dash and cannorading, but, on the whole, 
it was a tactical rather than a gunpowder burning 
day. The weather was very hot and trying to the 
men, but the troops neither faltered nor wavered 
in carrying out the somewhat arduous tasks sllot- 
ted tothem. On Wednesday night the Ist Batti. 
Scottish Rifles, who, judged by the enlistment roll, 
are. the youngest soldiers with the forces, ventured, 
after the fatigues of the day’s march, to indulge iu 
a spirited game of football. ,On Thursday there was 
a good deal of anxiety felt as to whether they would 
be able to bear the strain of a tramp across the 
Downs under a blistering sun, without wind enough 
stirring to move the tassels of the slender graas. All 
doubt was soon dispelled by seeing the battalion 
spring up Winchester Hilllike rabbits. Winchester 
Hill is nearly 700 ft. bigh, Sapzoue is the period of 
great recuperative powers. The general idea gov- 
erning the operations undertaken against each other 
by the brigades of the Ist Division was that whilst a 
detached Southern—or invading force—had gained 
Soberton without opposition, they were pushing on 
farther north to capture West Meon and drive back 
or check the defenders from moving south. On the 
other hand, the defenders were apprised that the 
enemy were coming on trying to cut the railway at 
Ropley, aud they were ordered out to reconnoitre 
towards Soberton, attack, and, if possible, drive 
them south again.”’ .

A., died Sept. 30, at Cushing’s 
Island, Maine, he being at the time on a short leave 
of absence from Washington Barracks, D.C. The 
deceased officer was born August 20, 1843, and in 
April, 1861, joined the 6th [odiana Infantrv asa 
private, rose to Ist lieutenant and iu April, 1865, was 
Pee ed eaptain and assistant adjutant-geveral of 
volunteers. Major Dunn had a brilliant war record, 
served during a part of the war asa A. D. C. on the 
staff of Gen. Grant and received the brevet of major 
for his gallantry at Vicksburg, Chattanooga, Rich- 
mond and Petersburg. In November, 1865, he was 
appoirsted Ist lieutenant of the 10rh Lofantry, and 
was promoted captain of the 2lst Infantry in 1866. 
He served as aide-de-camp to Gen. Pope from 1867 
to 1885, and during this period filled many respon- 
sible positions, In 1869 he was on the unassigned 
list, in 1871 was assigned to the 2d Artillery and re- 
cently was promoted to major 3d Artillery. He 
leaves a wife (the daughter of the late Senator Lot 
M. Morrill, of Maine) and ason anddaughter. The 
death of this officer will cause sorrow to a large 
cirele of relatives and friends. 


Tue suicide of Gen. Boulanger on the grave of his 
mistress, in the cemetery at {xelles, near Brussels, 
is the Atting ending of a career in which patriotism, 
soldierly henor, and conjugal Adelity, yielded place 
to vanity, political ambition and love of personal 
gratification. in the experience of recent years 
Boulanger bas shown himself tu be everything a 
bigb wisded soldier should not be. His pelitical 
career began with his appointment as Secretary of 
War January, 1886, and his first act was to remove 
from the Army list the names of the Orleans princes, 
including that of the Duc d’Aumale, to ra wae he 
was indebted for his rank of General. He turned 
from bis wife to devote himself to variety actresses, 
and when Mme. de Bonneman gave herself up te 
him he spent the money of his mistress to advance 
his political fortunes. Finally, when bis intrigues 
against the government became notorious, and bis 
venal administration of the War Department was 
exposed, he from France to escape the 
consequences ef his acts. Gen. Boulanger’s father 
was a lawyer, and his mother an English governess. 
He was a graduate of St. Cyr, and during bis early 
career won distinguished bonorsas acapable and 
gallant soldier. He was wounded in Cochin China, 
and at Solferino where the surgeons gave him up 
aud his mother’s careful nursing alone saved him. 
He was agaim wounded during the Commune, and 
was finally run through the yand almost killed 
in « duel with the white haired eld Jawyer, M. 
Floquet, President of the Chamber of Deputies. He 
will be remembered by many iv this country, who 
met him when he attended the Yorktown ceiebra- 
tion as a representative of the French Government. 
Contrast the character and career of sucha man 
with tbat of George H. Thomas and let the one be a 
warning as the other is an example.

Tue Bureau of Equipment bas lately issued a moat 
complete and revised book of allowances for veaseis 
of the Navy, under cognizance of that .bureau, and 
all naval stations and ships in commission have been 
supplied with a copy. It is carefully gotten up, and 
cannot failin being of immense assistance to those 
making requisition for stores. 

. Tae work of surveying the route for the submar- 

ine cable between San Francisco and Honolulu, 
which isto be performed by the Albatross, will be 
commenced early in October. The Bureau of Navi- 
gation has had some difficulty in procuring the 
proper grade of wire for making the soundings, but 
this bas been overcome and the necessary material 
will soon be on its way to San Francisco.

THE Serpoliet boiler is the subject of a long arti- 
cle in Engineering for Sept. 18. [t consists of rings 
of fiattened pipe, thus giving an oval section, 
through which the water circulates, and is thereby 
converted into steam, the beat from the furnace 
being on the outside of the pipes, after the usual 
plan of pipe boilers. There is no steam and water 
separator, and the proportion of feed to heating 
service is so arranged that the steam may be well 
superheated and priming prevented. The temper- 
ature of the steam is near 500 deg. Fahr., corre- 
sponding to that of saturated steam at a pressure of 
over 650 Ibs.tothe square inch. Lngineering of 
Sept. 28 describes at length the results obtained with 
this boiler by Prof. Kennedy,who has reported upon 
itand says: ‘These results are generally in accord- 
ance with those obtained by an elaborate series of 
experiments made some years ago—but, we believe, 
never yet published—by Mr. Isherwood in America. 
These trials were made upon a yacat fitted with 
compound engines of about 150 indicated H. P., the 
steam beipg generated bya cvil boiler. The boiler 
pressure for eight of these experiments varied be- 
tween 130 lbs. and 21 lbs. per squareinch. We have 
not space to give in full the ample aetails of this 
most exhaustive report, but may quote the general 
results arrived at by Mr. Isherwood and bis col- 
leagues with regard to the question of super- 

heating.” 


THE United Service Gazette says: “The question 
of masts or no masts is again being hotly discussed 
in consequence of its being recognized that the con- 
dition of some of the ships belonging to the Training 
Squadron renders it necessary that they should ere 
long be replaced. The immediate point in dispute is 
whether the new training ships should be fitted with 
masts and yards. The older school of officers have 
immense faith in the virtues of rigging as aiding 
the physical development of sailors, and some go as 
far as to say that it makes them better men morally. 
It 18 asserted, too, that there is less sickness on board 
masted cruisers than in the mastiess battleships; but 
this difference may well arise from difference in 
ventilation, the lower deck in new battleships being 
artifically supplied with air. What the opponents 
of the present system lay especial stress upon is that, 
while torpedo and gunnery training require all the 
time oar sailors have to spare from other duties, it 
seems folly to waste it upon a species of exercise 
which they can never afterwards utilize. Those who 
argue in this way think that physical drill, which is 
rapidly growing in favor in both army and navy, 
would take the place of going aloft.”

This is not by any means a bad 
sbowing. Few Americans seem to be aware of the 
size and importance of the splendid fleet of deep 
water vessels over which the Stars and Stripes float 
to day. How few of them know that the two largest 
sailing ships afloat, the Rappahannock and the 
Shena each over 3,000, are American ships? 
Besides the big American ships already referred to, 
we have 56 between 1,500 and 1,800 tons; 119 between 
1,000 and 1,500 tons: five between 700 and 1,000 tons, 
and seven under 700 tons each. The smallest Awer- 
ican ship is the Jireh Perry of New Bedford, Mass.; 
she is only 288 tons, and was built in Newburynort 
in 1852. The oldest American ship is the Eliza 
Adams, of 387 tons, built in New Bedford 1m 1837. 
In addition to our good-sized fleet of full-rigged 
ships, we have a large number of barks, barkentines 
and brigs. A bark of 1,000 tons is conridered a mon- 
ster, yet we have 54 that are over 1,000tons. Of 
tuese barks 44 were built in Maine and 24 in Bath. 
Fifty barks of from 800 to 1,000 tons sail under the 
Stars and Stripes; 99 between 500 and 800 tons, and 
115 below 500. The oldest bark is the “Rousseau of 
New Bedford, which still manages to keepatioat, 
although built 90 years ago. Other old veterans are 
the Falcon, which is 74 years old, and the Mars and 
Desde each of which was built over 68 years 
ago. The Stars and Stripes have not been driven 
from the sea, then, but on the contrary, as a matter 
of fact, the we love so well is actually flying at 
this moment over the finest and largest sailing fleet 
in the world, that of England alone excepted. 





TEST OF THE “ MAINE'S” EVAPORATOR. 


Maine was tested at the 
works of M. T. Davi in Broukiyn, by a Board consist- 
of Chief Engrs.

lant consists of two No. 3, t; A, Baird evaporators, two 

o. 34 distillers, a circulating pump, feed pump, filter 
Dump and a metre. One evaporator condenser were 
tested as to quantity and quality of the output, and the 
the others for tightness. The evaporator was fed with sea 
water artificially made with hydrant water and Turk's 
Island galt. The circulating water was also charged with aait. 

The test for priming was made by dropping nitrate of 
silver (a 10 gr. solution) into a glass of waver. © water in 
evaporator was st above the top of the coil. 
The required quantity was ?%,500 gallons per day, at 90 de- 
grees, with the circulating water at 60 degrees. Each test 
continued one hour. 

The conditions during the first test were so regulated as 
to produce the required quantity, as nearly as possibile, with 
the following results: Mean pressure in the coil, 26 pounds; 
pressure in the shell, 16 1-6; temperature of circulating 
water, 72 degrees ; discharge water, 86 — feed water, 
7944, and distilled water, 904 degrees. The rate per day ot 
water distilled was 2,653}4 gailons, The water distilled was 
absolutely fresh, not the 
the nitrate test. 

The final test was made with 50 pounds. pressure ia the 
coils and 28 pounds in the shell. The output was ut the rate 
of 3838 gallons per day at a temperature of 108, with the 
circulating water at 72, or a difference between these tem- 
peratures of (108—72=) 36 degrees. The water was again 
absolutely fresh.

Louis Gathman’s patent for preventing heat gen- 
erating in ordnance was tried at Fort Sheridan yes- 
terday, and while the experiment was entirely in- 
formal, the new method of discharging projectiles 
was approved by the officers who witnessed the trial.

The 
experiment will take place at Fort Sheridan some 
time next month.

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EXAMINATION OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


AN increase in the present standard of examina- 
tion of officers for promotion ‘and the establishment 
of a lyceum at each of the military posts are two 
projects, as heretofore intimated in the JOURNAL, 
the Secretary of War has had under consideration 
for some time past. Both bave now assumed de- 
finite shape, and it is the intention of Secretary 
Proctor to promulgate a General Order, before he 
relinquishes control of the War Department, em- 
bodying these two latest schemes for increasing the 
efficiency of the commissioned force of the Army. 
The modification or the extension of the scheme for 
the examination of officers is the result of a year’s 
practical experience of Examining Boards. Ever 
since the first order on the subject was issued, the 
Department has been constantly on the watch for 
improvements in the system. It had not been in 
operation many months before a change, with the 
view to securing more uniformity in the methods of 
the various Boards, was suggested. Accordingly, 
there was issued a memorandum of sub-beads spe- 
cifying in detail the different subjects in which ques- 
tions should be asked. Great improvement in the ope- 
ration of the various Boards and in the character 
of examination papers, followed this addition to the 
system, but it has been realized that the scheme 
was still susceptible of improvement, and in order 
to make it as perfect as possible the department 
has taken steps to get the opinion of a large num- 
ber of officers who, from their experience as mem- 
bers of examining boards, ought to be able to 
make intelligent and valuable recommendations. 
All of these suggestions have been carefully weigh- 
ed, many of them adopted, and as a result an 
entirely new set of regulations governing examin- 
ations will shortly be issued. The examinations 
are made much more rigid; the scope is largely 
increased by the addition thereto of questions in 
elementary field engineering, minor tactics, recon- 
noissance, outposts, etc. The practical as well as 





the theoretical features; are extended. A good 


portion of the examination will be conducted orally, 
The company officers will be put to the test of 
throwing out advance guard of flankers, pickets and 
outpost, leading troops through the different stages 
of an attack etc. The written examination is sg 
framed by sub-heads and questions that absolute 
upviformity will hereafter be secured. 

In oraer to give offiicers ample time to prepare 
for the pew conditions, the increased standard of 
eximination will not be put into effect until Janu. 
ary ist, 1893. In the meantime it is the desire of 
the Department to stimulate officers to increased 
efforts in their professional studies. With this end 
in view an important feature of the new order ig 
that provision which authorizes the establishment 
of a lyceum at each military post where papers upon 
professional subjects shall be read and discussed, 
It is made compulsory upon officers to prepare and 
read papers at these lyceums at certain specified 
times. 

Secretary Proctor is also considering a project 
for enlarging and perfecting a scope of examination 
of non-commissioned officers for promotion, and it 
is understood will issue an order on the subject 
before he leaves the department. 


AT least eleven of the twenty-one candidates from 
civil life for appointment as 2d lheutenants in the 
Army, recently examined, will soon have their 
tondest hopes realized. Ten of these are the young 
men who were successful in both the physical and 
mental examination; the eleventh is the son of Ool, 
Robert Williams, A. A. G., who was successful in 
the previous mental examination, but failed physi- 
cally. He was given a re-examination by the Medi- 
cal Board, which found a decided improvement in 
his eyes since bis previous examination and recom- 
mended his appointments. The Secretary of War 
has not yet acted on the proceedings of the board in 
any of the cases, but it is understood that all those 
successful, including Ool. Williams’s son, will 
shortly receive appointment. Another candidate, 
the son of Senator Sewell, has not yet been ex- 
amined. The following is a list of the ten candi- 
dates successful in the recent examination.

With the eleven civilians above named provided for, 
the remaining vacancies on Jan. 1, so far as can be 
anticipated, would be only twenty-three, or slightly 
less than one-third the number of next year's grad- 
uating class. Considerable pressure is being brought 
to bear upon Secretary Proctor to secure the ap- 
pointment of some of the candidates who failed, 
but in the light of the limited number of vacancies 
available, it seems quite unlikely that the Secretary 
will make any appointments in excess of the eleven 


named.

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REPORT OF THE PHYTHIAN STAGNATION 
BOARD. 


Unrrep States Navat ACADEMY, t 
ANNAPOLIS, Mp., Sept. 26, 1891. 


Hon. B. F. Tracy, Secretary of the Navy, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: 

Srr:—The Board appointed by the Department’s or- 
der of June 4th, 1891, a copy of which is hereto ap- 
pended, marked ‘‘A,’’ ‘‘to examine into and report 
upon the present stagnation of officers in the line of 
the Navy and recommend such measures as it may 
deem desirable to regulate promotion with a view to 
the increased efficiency of the Navy,’’ begs to submit 
the following report: 

It appears to the Board necessary to present, first, 
a statement of the causes, all long anterior to the 
present inquiry, which have led to the existent stag- 
nation; second, a summary of the results brought 
about by these causes, as shown in the present con- 
dition of the lists, which will illustrate the character 
of the stagnation; and thirdly, the ill effects pro- 
duced upon the Navy by this state of affairs. A cor- 
rect apprehension of the serious character of the ex- 
isting evils, and of their inevitable effect upon the 
Navy, cannot but be followed by the admission that 
some immediate remedy is needed; and whatever 
may be thought of the particular remedies suggested 
by the Board, neither the evils themselves nor the 
necessity for removing them are open to dispute any 
more than other unwelcome but undeniable facts. 

I. Tae Causes: The causes of the present stag- 
nation in promotion are three in number, the last to 
be named being the most serious: , 

(1) Owing to an excessive and enormous number 
of appointments as midshipmen in 1841, very few 
were made from that year to 1846, and these few have 
wholly disappeared. The survivors of the 1841 date 
have very recently retired, and the cessation of re- 
tirement has followed, corresponding to the original 
cessation in appointing. This block to promotion is 
operative now, and will disappear in about two years. 
Closely analogous to this cause of difficulty, and op- 
erating in the same way, is the fact that the number 
of officers now remaining upon the active list from 
those who entered between 1846 and 1859 is, owing 
to the Civil War, considerably less than would nor- 
mally survive. In consequence of this the annual 
retirements from the head of the list are now, and 
must for some years continue to be, below the normal, 
and promotions correspondingly fewer. . 

(2) By the Act of August, 1882, a reduction of 29 
was made in the number of Rear-Admirals, Commo- 
dores, Captains and Commanders. This put a stop to 
promotion, by taking away so many possible vacan- 
cies; and, these being at the head of the list, the effect 
was felt through every grade. An immediate and 
absolute stoppage was avoided by a provision of the 
Act allowing one promotion for every two vacancies, 
but the actual loss of promotions still exists, though 
the blow was distributed over several years. The 
grade of Lieutenant-Commander was reduced by six 
at the same time, with a similar effect upon all below 
it. The grades remaining smaller, the waste from 
them is Jess, and the yearly promotions consequently 
fewer; and, as the numbers now allowed in flag rank 
bear less than their proper proportion to the whole 
Navy, and are not adequate to the requirements of 
the Service, the rate of promotion, under existing 
conditions, will, from this cause alone, continue 
smaller than it should be. 

(3) Much the most serious cause of stagnation, and 
one affecting the part of the Service to which the 
country must, in a very few years hence, look for its 
leading Naval Officers, remains to be stated. During 
the eight years preceding 1560, from 1852 to 1859, 
both inclusive, the number annually graduated from 
the Naval Academy was less than the annual waste. 
During this period occurred also the scrutiny of the 
list in 1855, 1n consequence of which a large number 
of officers were removed from the active list and 
their places filled from the Passed Midshipmen of the 
Navy. The effect of this was to reduce the number 
of officers below the grade of lieutenant from 258 in 
1854 to 78 in 1857, rising in 1861 to no more than 91; 
among whom are included all graduated midshipmen. 

To this state of things the war came, bringing a 
great number of resignations from all grades of the 
Navy, creating at once a large number of vacancies 
in the grades from lieutenants upwards, to fill which, 
from the usual and proper sources of supply, there 
existed only the meagre provision of 91 junior of- 
ficers. The great necessary expansion to the fleet in- 
creased the embarrassment of the Department for 
officers, and particularly for watch and division 
officers, to meet the emergency. The comparatively 
simple character of the armaments of that day and 
the fact that the enemy had no Navy with which to 
assume an active attitude, enabled the Government 
to supply its wants in a fairly satisfactory manner 
from the merchant Service; but, without in the least 
detracting from the zeal and maritime experience of 
the officers who flocked from the latter into the Navy, 
it was perfectly plain that such a penury of young 
men, trained to military habits and drill, would have 
been utterly disasttous had our ships been called up- 
on to confront a regular service. 

To this conviction, to the experience of actual 
want for watch officers, is to be attributed the natural 
but most inconsiderate policy which prevailed from 
1860 to 1867, inclusive, and to which the most serious 
features of the present distress are attributable. 
The numbers under instruction at the Naval Academy 
were kept at the highest possible limit and the 
cadets pressed through to graduation with the utmost 
rapidity, the classes even being divided according to 
the apparent ability of certain members to be pushed 
through in a shorter time than the average. 

On the 1st of January, 1865, when the war was 
about to cease, there were 455 midshipmen in the 





Academy, all of whom, and 31 others already gradu- 
ated, in all 486, had entered since the war began. 
ln January, 1866, there were in the Academy 450, of 
whom 147 were in the lowest class. In that year 73 
graduates entered the Navy. In January, 1867, the 
number at the Academy was 421 and in June there 
graduated 84. In June, 1868, graduated 78. 

To any one stopping{to.think, it would have been 
evident, or a matter at the most of simple calcula- 
tion, that the Service could not, under any ordinary 
conditions of waste, absorb such large numbers, and 
give them proper promotion. But no one stopped to 
think, and the conditions at the moment were not 
ordinary. In 1862 the necessities of the war, and in 
1866 a necessary reorganization, had each contrib- 
uted to increase the numbers, and consequently the 
openings for promotion to graduates. The head man 
of the 78 who graduated in 1868 became a lieutenant 
in 1872, as did 15 others of his class, at an average 
age of 24. In 1891 they are still lieutenants, at the 
age of 43. At the same time that this mass of grad- 
uates, so disproportionate to the probable openings 
of the future, were rushing into the Navy, the 
dates of 1860 and 1861, falling within this congested 
period, were further increased by the admission of 
officers from the volunteer Navy, whose services and 
proved ability were considered deserving of such 
recognition on the part of the Government. 

Before quitting this part of the subject, dealing 
with the causes of the stagnation, it is desirable to 
draw particular attention to the fact that the first 
and third, though directly opposite in character, 
both work in the same direction. Too few officers in 
one part of the list and too many in another both 
work in the same direction; both operate to check 
promotion from below. Both facts point to the same 
conclusion, viz., that, in a healthily constituted Ser- 
vice, the rate of diminution in numbers from year to 
year should approximate to the rates calculated by 
actuary’s rules. 

Il. Resutts:—From the causes enumerated it has 
resulted that now, after the lapse of 20 years, the 
entries of eight years, from 1852 to 1859, inclusive, 
are represented on the Navy Register by 33 po oe 
and 19 Commanders, in all 52 officers;* and whereas 
the succeeding equal period of eight years from 1860 
to 1867, inclusive, carries the names of 66 Comman- 
ders, 74 Licutenant-Commanders, and 170 Lieuten- 
ants; in all 310, or nearly six times as many. In 
the period of eight years following 1867, from 1868 
to 1875, inclusive, there are now 177, which is, 
again, below the requirement to meet the present rate 
of waste. 

ILLUSTRATIONS. 


The conditions of the Navy but 12 years hence, if 
the present system continues, may be illustrated by 
the following : 

(1) Of those_who entered the service prior te 1860 
there are now 16 who will not have retired from age 
by the end of 1903. 

Calculations based upon statistics made according 
to actuary’s rules show that this number will be re- 
duced in 12 years to 12. These 12 will be the 6 rear- 
admirals and 6 of the commodores. Of the 310 now 
remaining who entered in 1860 to 1867 inclusive, 22 
will retire from age, leaving 288. The latter number 
will, by casualties other than retirement from age, 
be reduced to not less than 180. This is also reached 
by calculation based upon statistics and made accord- 
ing to actuary’s rules. The senior of these 180, who 
will be at the head of the date of 1860, will be the 
seventh commodore; and the junior, who will be at 
the foot of the date of 1867, will be the 45th lieu- 
tenant-commander, the latter officer will have been 
in the service 35 years, and, if he entered at the age 
of 16, will be 51 years old. 

If the rate of advancement at this point of the list 
be placed at ten per year (and this is a large allow- 
ance), this officer will reach the grade of commander 
394 years after date of entry and at the age of 554 
years. He will have 6} years more of active service, 
during which he will pass through the grades of com- 
mander, captain, commodore, and rear-admiral. 

(2) Sixty-eight commanders, all the lieutenant- 
commanders (74), and 21 lieutenants entered the 
service within a period of three years. 

Twenty-three years ago, the senior of these com- 
manders was at the head of the list of lieutenants 
(that is 21 numbers higher than the junior of these 
lieutenants now is). 

(3) Part of the date of ’61, the date of ’62, and 
part of the date of 63, that is practically two classes, 
fill the entire grade of lieutenant-commander, 
through which it has taken the seniors 10} years to 


ps) The 20th and 84th commanders are one year 
apart in date of entry. The difference between the 
dates of their commissions as commanders was 12 
years and 6 months. 

(5) The head of the date of 1861 is a commander 
of 7 years’ standing; the foot of the same date is No. 
10 in the list of lieutenant-commanders. If the 
latter be promoted in one year, there will be 8 years’ 
difference in the date of commission of two officers 
having the same length of service. 

Many similar illustrations might be cited to show 
that we have now arrived at that point where a 
radical moditication of existing laws must be made, 
to prevent the personnel of the Navy from becoming 
totally inefficient from congestion, and from paraly- 
sis of some of the most essential faculties of officers, 
arising from lack of opportunity to use them. 

IIl. Errects: In considering the effects, both 
present and future, upon the Navy of the existi 
conditions of the lists, which are partially illust: 
by the examples just cited, the Board wishes to give 
prominence to the evident truth that the t aim of 
every system of naval promotion should be to pro- 


. duce thoroughly efficient commanding officers.

gathering of all the ers of a mili command 
within the hull of a single moving body, eacbvieiy thems 
wholly dependent for their exertion upon its move- 


ments, invests with singular importance the func- 
tions of the officers to whom these movements are 
intrusted, and the ability of any subordinate to use 
successfully the particular weapons committed to his 
charge, rests ultimately upon the manner in which 
the captain handles the ship and the position in which 
he puts her. It is, also, historically notorious that, 
from the conditions of sea-warfare, the control of an 
admiral over the individual vessels of his fleet has 
been, in battle, less than the control of a general 
over the divisions of hisarmy. This is due to many 
conditions; but chiefly to the necessity of immediate 
action in naval battles, which does not allow time 
for the transmission of particular orders in an emer- 
gency. This condition, which has always obtained, 
is much enhanced by the greater power of movement 

by modern vessels; and it can safely be 
affirmed that, while very much will depend upon the 
first tactical combinations of an admiral, more will 
be determined by the power of initiation upon the 
part of captains, to meet those emergencies of com- 
bat which the admiral cannot possibly foresee. 

So much depends upon the captain’s skill, and that 
skill is made up of so many factors, the presence of 
some of whieh, it must be confessed, cannot always 
be affirmed before tested in battle. The highest order 
of fearlessness, readiness and presence of mind, are 
only revealed by trial. But one factor, and that of 
the greatest importance to the average man, can be 
known and assured, and that is practice—the habit 
of commanding and directing the movements of a 
ship. Granting average original aptitude—and upon 
such an average only can general dispositions be 
based—the subsequent ability to command will de- 
pend almost wholly upon the opportunity for com- 
manding. This implies, of course, a sufficient length 
of time in command rank; and izes implicitly 
the aptitude of youth to acquire habit and the grow- 
ing indisposition of advancing years to rise to tasks 
and responsibilities unknown to its earlier age. This 
implicit recognition should receive explicit avowal 
by prescribing a minimum age at which command 
rank should be reached, as well as by providing a 
proportion of vessels adequate to impose constant 
practice of sea-service and drill upon officers in 
command rank. 

Unquestionably much might be accomplished in 
the direction of giving command at an early age and 
so ensuring the necessary habit, by a system of 
purely personal selection, similar to that employed 
habitually in private business life; but, indepen- 
dently of the difficulty of recognizing in time of 
peace the best men for war, it is not possible to sup- 
ply in governmental selection (unless in war) that 
pressure of immediate personal interest in the effi- 
ciency of the person selected, which, in other - 
suits, corrects the tendency to favoritism. This is 
especially true in our country, where the infrequency 
of war places military interests at a discount, and, 
even in military affairs, tends to allow political in- 
fluence to preponderate over military. It is certain 
that the apprehension of this predominance mainly 
accounts for the repugnance heretofore manifested in 
the Navy to promotion by selection. 

Nevertheless, selection of some sort and by some 
rule must be applied, if command rank is to be 
reached at an age when responsibility can-be as- 
sumed and readily ‘ormed, and the habit of command 
efficiently acquired. A selection by age is already 
operative in almost every naval service. In our 
own, for over 25 years back, the retirement of offi- 
cers at 62 has been a practical selection against them 
and in favor of their juniors. 

Under some form of qualifications, a selection by 
age or by length of service based upon ave ages, 
seems to be the means best suited to obtain the great 
desideratum, the one thing absolutely essential to am 
efficient service, viz., command at a specified mini- 
mum age, assuring a career as captains and admirals 
of an average sufficient length to give a well-formed 
habit of command and practice in handling ships 
among the officers of those grades. Unless selection 
in some form is practised it necessarily follows, from 
the proportion of officers under command rank to 
those holding it, that, with the best distribution of 
numbers am @ grades, promotion by seniority 
alone will ually advance the age at which com- 
mand is reached, until a condition of block will oc- 
cur similar to that now existent. The latter is sim- 
ply an enormous exaggeration, a caricature of the 
evils resulting from promotion by seniority alone. 

The effects upon junior officers, junior, is, in 
rank up to the verge of late middle life, can scarcely 
be understood by those unfamiliar with the service, 
and the recognized theory of a captain’s responsi- 
bility. The theory is that the captain is always on 
duty and at all times a omer 4 Wesans man a a 
by another is, so far as responsibility , done by 
him. This theory, which is a atly inseparable 
from the unity essential to all military command, 
works in two ways. The captain shrinks from per- 
mitting to others, his juniors, the charge of move- 
ments when, if harm results, he will be responsible 
to the Department; the junior shrinks from assum- 
ing any responsibility without the express permis- 
sion m Ae the captain is unwilling to give. Thus is 
unconsciously but inevitably formed on the part of 
the junior a it of constant reference, in cases of 
even slight difficulty, to the judgment of another, 
and of constant disregard of his own judgment. 
Upon promotion to command rank the change of po 
sition is violent, but the old habit remains; 4 if 
the change takes place late in life, the habit will not 
the ease of earlier years, if at all. 
If it remain in the common form of self-distrust, 
lack of confidence in one’s own judgment, it consti- 
tutes a very serious defect in that efficiency of the 
commanding officer, to produce which has m as- 
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any system of promotion. 

*<T consider it a great advantage,’’ wrote the late 
Admiral Farragut, ‘‘to obtain eommand young, 
having observed, as a genera! thing, thatpersons who 
come into authority late in life shrink from responsi- 
bility, and often break down under its weight.’’* 

By the conditions shown under the preceding head 
of ‘* Results,’’ the United States Navy has reached a 
state of things which during the next twenty years 
must exist in a most aggravated form. Nor is this 
all. for the officers who thus reach command and flag 
rank at a very advanced age will also have so short 
ajperiod to remain in them that they will neither 
have time to change their habit, nor the inducement 
to do so, arising from a reasonable length of active 
career before them. 

It,is, therefore, now high time to seek and apply a 
remedy. 

IV. Remepies: Before entering upon the discus- 
sion of remedies for the state of things set forth, the 
Board has to make the evident preliminary observa- 
tion that these naturally and inevitably divide into 
two heads. 

(1) A special remedy, by which the extraordinary 
and anomalous accumulation, due to the excessive 
admissions to the service from 1860 to 1867, inclu- 
sive, may be removed or reduced, without which no 
ordinary remedy, however judicious, can produce its 
results. 

(2) General remedies, which, in a normal state of 
the lists, would provide a satisfactory working 
scheme, by which the great aim, promotion to com- 
mand rank at a sufficiently early age, may be 
attained. 

In order of time, the restoration of the lists to a 
condition in which the aggregate numbers are nor- 
mally distributed throughout the successive years 
precedes the application of rules framed only to meet 
such a condition, and the special remedy will, there- 
fore, first be presented. 

In the preceding part of this report the existing 
stagnation has been attributed to three distinct 
causes. 

Of these three, the first will, in about two years, 
begin to disappear; though there will for a long 
period be fewer than the proper number of annual 
retirements, owing to the deficient numbers in the 
dates of 1846 to 1859, inclusive. The second is easily 
remediable by the repeal of the act of 1882, or by the 
enactment of other laws, restoring wholly or in part 
to the higher grades the 29 numbers cut off by the 
act of 1882. 

The case, unfortunately, is far different when the 
attempt is made to deal with the third cause of stag- 
nation, the enormous numbers in the dates of 1860 to 
1867, inclusive. Here difficulties grave as well as 
extensive are at once encountered. 

In approaching this question, the Board feels 
obliged to emphasize its difficulty, by remarking 
that, could even so extreme a measure as the removal 
of all the officers who entered before 1860 be adopted. 
there would be no immediate nor speedy relief to the 
lower half of the present lieutenant’s list; most of 
whom, but not all, entered after 1867. Lieutenants 
these are now, and lieutenants they would remain 
after such a measure until the accumulation above 
them, due to the excessive entries in the year speci- 
fied began to disappear, which could not be, by re- 
tirement, until some fifteen years after the present 
writing. ‘hat this is true is evident from the fact 
that the classes entering in 1860 to 1867 numbered on 
January 1, 1891, 310 men. These, if at once advanced 
to the head of the list, would fill the grades of rear- 
admiral, commodore, captain, commander, and lieu- 
tenant-commander, and provide, also, the 90 senior 
lieutenants. This great accumulation would remain, 
except as reduced by natural causes, which would 
only partially affect it until about 1905, when it 
would gradually but too rapidly disappear. So ex- 
treme a measure, therefore, would neither destroy 
nor modify the block; it would merely change its 
position. Consequently, any minor change of the 
same character—the removal, that is, of any number 
of the officers entering before 1860—would be open 
to the same comment. It would alter, more or less, 
the position of the block, without relieving those 
below it. Not only so, but the officers above 1860, 
being but 80 in number, and distributed over a period 
of fourteen years, by regular retirement, change the 
head of the list ina gradual, healthy manner, though 
not as rapidly as desirable, owing to the dates being 
deticient in numbers; whereas, the block now being 
considered, if it remains to any large degree as now 
accumulated, will, when its time comes to disappear, 
do so in a sudden and revolutionary way. ‘this, 
also, has already been pointed out, and here needs 
no more than passing mention. 

Undue delay in the promotion of officers is to be 
regarded primarily and chiefly as an injury to the 
efficiency of the Navy, for reasons heretofore set 
forth. It postpones to an injurious extent the period 
of reaching command rank. In dealing, therefore, 
with a state of things which postpones that period in 
an extravagant and hopeless manner. 

Bat, in applying so general and searching a remedy 
as is demanded, it would be vain to deny that all 
parts of tae line of the Navy should, at the same 
time undergo a scrutiny which should tend to raise 
the efficiency of the whole to the highest pitch pos- 
sible. When a remedy of admitted harshaess must 
be applied to one part of the list, embracing so 
many deserving officers, no other part can, with 
any show of justice, claim exemption from an 
enquiry directed to ascertain whether it, as now 
constituted, corresponds throughout in its degree 
to the high order of merit now exacted in others. 

(1) For these reasons, therefore, because (2) the

This revision should be made by a Board so con- 
stituted as to ensure adequate professional knowledge 
of the whole list, and empowered to ask medical 
opinion in cases where doubts of physical ability 
exist. The main provisions in the instructions of 
the Board should be: 

1st. That it should recommend, to fill the grades 
cf the new organization, the most efficient men, 
taken from the present line of the Navy; keeping 
always in view the high standard necessarily exacted 
trom the dates of 1860 to 1867 inclusive, by the 
reductions which those must undergo. 

2nd. While the Board shall be absolutely free to 
choose, according to its judgment, the order of 
seniority now existing shall not be changed in 
assigning positions on the new list. With that excep- 
tion, there shall be no restriction as to the grade in 
the new organization open to any officer of the 
present. 

8rd. From the officers not chosen to fill the grades 

of the new organization, the Buard shall nominate 
a reserved list, qualified for duties now known as 
‘‘Shore or other duty,’’ which may be employed on 
duty other than in vessels of the Navy commissioned 
for sea-service, at the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Navy. Officers on this list may retire at any 
time on their own application provided that the num- 
ber of retirements in any one year shall not exceed 
ten, 
This provision is rendered necessary by the reduc- 
tion in the active list which may be expected from 
the re-organization; and it is intended to ensure a 
sufficient number of officers for the numerous neces- 
sary shore employments, while the list is again 
filling. : , 

4th. In the case of officers not placed upon either 
the active or reserved lists, the Bvuard shall recom- 
mend that they be placed upon the retired list upon 
three fourths, half, or furlough pay, or that they be 
wholly retired, according to its opinion upon the 
merits of each case. The present Board does not 
regard as probable that the re-organization here 
recommended will result in reducing the accumula- 
tion, so frequently spoken of between’1860 and 1867, 
to dimensions so nearly normal as to ensure a proper 
flow of promotion. To illustrate further the difficulty, 
heretofors presented in words and figures, the Board 
here submits a diagram which shows graphically 
the distribution of officers from the top of the list 
down to and iucluding the year 1884. The base of 
this figure represents the normal*number of officers at 
the year named, the perpendicular measures succes- 
sive years of service, and the dotted red line conveys 
the gradual diminution of numbers corresponding to 
the gradual waste due,to deaths, retirements, etc., in 
a service where promotion is based on seniority only. 
In so far as a line drawn parallel to the base, at 
the point of any year, and representing by its length 
the number of officers surviving after so many 
years’ service, falls short of or extends beyond the 
dotted line, just so far does it represent a shortage 
or excess of officers at that particular point of the 
list, in a scheme of pure seniority promotion. An 
examination of this figure will probably convey, 
more forcibly than words, the accumulation between 
the years 1860 and 1867, and the difficulty for which 
the present Board has been directed to suggest a 
solution. 

Assuming, as the Board regards to be inevitable, 
that the re-organization does not affect the reduction 
required at this point of the list, the following 
further suggestion, to succeed the re-organization, is 


made. 

If, after the re-organization, the number of officers 
answering to any one or more years is in excess of a 
number to be immediately indicated, permission to 
retire with the rank and retired pay of the next 
higher grade to that occupied before the re-organizs- 
tion shall be extended to the officers of such dates. 
If thought necessary, a limitation may be set, for- 
bidding reduction by such retirement below the num- 
ber named. If the number asking retirement is 
Jess than necessary, the Re-organization Board shall 
be di to recommend for the Reserve List so 
many as are necessary to effect the required reduction. 

The number to which the officers of each year in 
the congested period should be reduced has been 
determined: First, by calculating the number 
strictly proper for the particular period at the 
present moment, and secondly by increasing this 
calculated number by twenty-five per cent. 

The second step has been a departure from the 
strictly logical demands of the situation, due to the 
wish of the Board to mitigate, as far as consistent 
with any satisfactory solution, the hardship to the 
officers involved, The number to which, in strict- 
ness, the officers in the accumulated period should 
be reduced are for each of the years indicated, as 
follows:

there is not likely to be any important excess in 
any other part of the list than that indicated; but 





if this expectation prove mistaken, a similar remedy 
may be applied to that part. - 

It is piain that, if these recommendations of the 
Board should take effect, the consequent removals 
and promotions will cause a great number of 
vacancies in the lowest grades of the Navy. The 
result of this will be a considerable temporary 
increase in the amount of sea-service to be done by 
these grades. 

Great caution must be observed in filling the 
vacancies thus caused; for, if too rapidly done, 
there will infallibly result another accumulation 
similar to the one that is now deplored. The Board 
therefore recommends that, in filling the active list 
from the Naval Academy. such a number of ensigns 
shal! be annually appointed as shall equal the num- 
ber of vacancies occurring in the active list during 
the previous year, plus ten. 

When the grades shall at last be complete, by 
these successive annual admissions, the existing 
law, by which annual admissions are regulated by 
the annual vacancies, wi'l resume its operations. 

The above completes h» suggestions of the Board 
as to the remedy by whicu the numbers of the Navy 
may be so reduced as to present a condition approach- 
ing the normal, and so make possible a reguiar flow 
of promotion. 

GeNERAL Remepries: Were the aggregate number of 
officers upon the active list normally distributed 
throughout the successive years, so that in each 
year the number should represent closely the average 
of survivors from the original entries, promotion 
would go on regularly from the lower to tle higher, 
but for one cause which in all navies constitutes the 
great problem to be solved, im so regulating promo- 
tion as to obtain the greatest efficiency for the public 
service with the least injustice or hardship to indi- 
viduals. ‘lhis cause is the disproportion between the 
number of officers required to command fleets and 
ships, and the number below them who do the subor- 
dinate duties. Whén a service needs, as it does, an 
average of four junior cflicers for each one in common 
grade, no ordinary process will make vacancies in 
the higher grades numerous enough to promote al] 
the juniors at a reasonable age. 

Confronted with this difficulty, and keeping in 
view the efficiency of the service as the principal 
object of its instructions, as well as the cardinal 
principle already enunciated that command rank 
should be reached at a sufficiently early age, by the 
men best fitted among those of a certain time, the 
Board advances the following principles, which have 
guided its several recommendations: 

I. Without increasing the present aggregate num- 
ber of officers, the numbers in the various grades 
need to be redistributed. 

Il. To attain promotion to flag rank and ccm- 
mand rank, that is, to the grades of commodore and 
commander respectively, a certain minimum length 
of time yet to serve, before final retirement, should 
be prescribed. 

From the men at the head of the list of captains 
and lieutenant commanders, a selection should be 
made, by a system to be hereafter indicated; and no 
officer should be promoted on the active list from 
either of these grades, unless, in addition to profes- 
sional, moral and physical competency, he have also 
before him the prescribed time to serve before 
retirement. 

{II. Final compulsory retirement, which deter- 
mines the length of active service before the cap- 
tain and lieutenant-commander respectively, when 
they come up for promotion, should be fixed not by 
age, as now, but by length of service. 

The Board has adopted this principle for the reason 
that, owing to the margin of age aliowed at admis- 
sion, it not infrequently happens that a man of con- 
spicuous ability, who entered old, has, at the end of 
his career, to step out and make room for Jess able 
men below him, who entered at the same time, but 
younger. A standard fixed by length of service puts 
all who enter at the same time on an equality in this 
respect, without, it is believed, introducing any 
element of weakness injurious to the service. 

It also guarantees to the government the same 
length of service from the members of the same 
class. 

The fixing of a period for compulsory retirement, 
whether by age limit or by length of service, is 
necessarily somewhat arbitrary; depending upon an 
estimated average of the time when efficiency in the 
individual begins to yield to the inroads of age. 

Based as it is upon age, it expresses not an abso- 
lute fact, but an average of experience; so that an 
occasional variation of a year or two beyond sixty- 
two is not likely to result injuriously. 

This third principle will be especially essential if the second 
one enunciated by the Board, requiring a certain length of 
prospective service for promotion from lieutenant-com- 
mander to commander, and from captain to commodore, be 
adopted. For instance, taking the Jieutenant-commanders, 
it will often happen that the head of the list, or the decidedly 
best man for promotion, would be two or three years older 
than those next him, who yet entered in the same year. If 
his subsequent length of service is determined by an limit 
of retirement, he may be fo then to drop out ; whereas. 
by a length of service limit, he stands on an equality with 
them before the selecting officers. 

Having adopted these three guiding principles, the Board 
makes of them the following applications, which will, it be- 
lieves, give a Navy of grades suitably proportioned to each 
other, and at the same time ensure a proper flow of promotion 
ona pease establishment, thereby increasing the efficiency of 
the Navy by ensuring com.nand rank at a suitable age: 

I. The grades and numbers should be as follows:

In support of these numbers the Board observes: 

(1) The present allowance of flag officers is too small, as is 
evident from the fact that the commodores are doing the duty 
of rear-admirals, and captaivs those of the two les above 
them. 
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2. The total in command grad (captains and 
commanders) allowed by the existing law has not 
been exceeded; but the number of captains bas 
been increased and that of commander diminished 
by thesameamount. For, while both grades exer- 
cise com mand, the ships assigned to captains will, in 
modern navies, be more Dumerous and more impor- 
tant. The battleship and armored cruiser are the 
backbone of modern fleets and their command in- 
volves a direct increase of responsibility. 

The eame arguments that demand command rank 
early, favor an earlier advancement to the higher 
grade of command. For these reasons, the number 
of commanders has been made equal to that of cap- 
tains, plus a smal! excess of ten, to allow for waste 
from other causes while passing through the grades. 

8 The aggregate number, 565, assigned to the 
panes of heutenant-commander, lieutenant, juvior 

lieutenant, and ensign, is nine less than the present 

allowance, corresponding to the increase of nine in 
the grades of flag officers, recommended by the 
Board ; but the distribution bas been changed. 

Tbe number in the grade of lieutenant-command- 
er has been increased, on the ground that this grade 
does the duties of executive officers on board ship. 
and also commands, by law,a certain class of vessels. 

The number suggested, 130, allows one executive 
to each commanding officer. 

4. Considering the leogith of time that must be 
passed in the grades below lieutenant-commander, 
aod that the watch and division officers, whom they 
supply, are charged with duties most important and 
onerous, the Board thinks that by far the great- 
er part of this service should be passed in the high- 
est of these three grades; and that the two lower 
should in fact be simply feeders to it. The number 
of lieutenants is, therefore, set at 290, and that of 

upior lieutenants and ensigns combined at 145. 

The Board wishes to express aclear opinion that 
the existing regulations, by which ensigns are pot 
watch and division officers, are injurious to the effi- 
ciency of the Service in more ways than one; and 
recommends that, immediately after passing what 
is known as “the final graduating examination,” 
and being commissioned as ensigns, they should be 
watch and division officers in any ship to which they 
may be assigned. 

The Board believes that it will also increase the 
efficiency of the Service to enact tbat ensigns shall 
become lieutenants of the juaior grade three years 
after being commissioned as ensigns; Provided, That 
not less than two and a half years have been spent 
on board a cruising sbip of the Navy proper, in 
commission for sea service; Provided also, That a 
rigid examination tor promotion ot the present type 
be satisfactorily passed. For these reasons, the 
Board thinks that neither the number of junior lieu- 
tenants nor of ensigns should be defined, but only 
the aggregate numbers of the two; ensigns passing 
to the grade above without respect to numbers. 

Il. The second principle adopted by the Board, 
for its guidance, is that to obtain promotion to flag 
and to command rank, an officer should have before 
him a certain length of service, in -which to exer- 
cise the duties of those ranks. The fixiag of such a 
required time of service is, necessarily, somewhat 
arbitrary. The Board having decided that forty- 
six yeare of service frum date of entry should fix the 
period of final compulsory retirement, (for reasons 
given under the following bead, [II,) recommends 
as a gepveral principle that no lieutepant-com- 
mander be promoted to commander who has less 
than eighteen years to serve, and no captain to com- 
modore who has iexs than five. Tne Board estimates 

that vommanders will thus reach their grades at an 
average age of not over forty-five, and flag officers 
of from fifty six to fifty-seven. As there are many 
ipstaaces of officers ranking with dates other than 
those with which they entered the service, the offi- 
cial dute of entry of every such officer should be 
that of the number of his present class standing 
nearest to him on the list. 


i THE PLAN ADOPTED. 


The following are the general outlines of a plan, 
by which it is believed that promotions, based on 
this principle, cao be satisfactoniy made: 

Promotions to the grades of commander and com- 
modore shall be made once a year, to fill all vacan- 
cies that have occurred during the previous twelve 
montbs. 

Two months before the date fixed for making the 
annual promotions, a Board of Officers sball be con 
vVened, whose duty shall be to numinate captains 
and lieutenant-commanders for promotion to com~ 
modore and commander. 

From the head of the list of captains, a number 
of names, equal totwice the number of vacancies 
in the grades of fiag officers, shall be considered. 
To these shall be added, for consideration, the 
names of all other captains, if any, who, if not pro- 
moted on this occasion, will be due to retire by ex- 
piration of time of service limit before the time of 
the next annual promotions. From the list of names 
thus formed, the Board sba!i select those who are to 
fill the existiog vacaocies in the grade of commo- 
dore; the best to be chosen without reference to 
seniority, but among those promoted the oider of 
seniority to remain as on the captain's list. 

' Captains who have been twice considered and not 
promoted, and tnose having less than five years to 
souve before final retirement, shall be at once re- 


Promotions from the grade of lieutenant-com- 
mander to commander shall be made in aecordance 
with the same rules, except that lieutenant-com- 
manders pot promoted shall not be compulsorily re- 
tired. They shall, however, be permitted to retire 
after thirty years’ service upon their own applica- 

; tion. Provided, tbat lieutenant-commanders who 

», @atered prior to 1868 and who shall so elect to retire 
shall be retired with the rank and retired pay of the 
next bighber grade. 

Promotions from commodore to admiral, from 
commauder to captain, from lieutenant to lieuten-

ant, sbali be made by seniority, but the physical

ashore, as to their qualifications. These reports to 
be sent every six months to the Navy Department, 
to be of a certain form, and to be kept guarded with 
as much care as are the papers of a we'l conducted 
business house, in a safe of which an officer attached 
to the Bureau baving charge of the Personnel of the 
Navy. shall bave charge, the safeto be kuown as 
Toe Officers’ Records Safe. The papers should not 
be removed except by autbority of the Chief of said 
Bureau for guidance iv assigving an officer to duty, 
or for the purpose of tewporar'lv transferring them 
to the Examining Board for its guidanes in deter- 
mining the officer's fitness for promotion. A regu- 
lar form of receipt sbould be given the officer in 
charge of the Records Safe signed by the Chief of 
the Bureau and by the Examining Board, the re- 
ceipts deposited 1n the pigeon bole of the sate from 
which the pupers were drawn. These reports sbould 
be complete and exhaustive, stating personal char- 
acter, general ability and special acquirements. 

These reports should enable any Board of Exam- 
iners to determine an officer’s merit, bis moral and 
professional fitness, and largely bis mental capacity, 
also bis general physical condition. 

The medical examination would show any pbhysi- 
cal defects not otherwise discoverable, and the 
mental examination would aesist the Board in judg- 
ing personally of bis mental ability. 

Examinations may be adopted as a criterion of 
meri’. but no one believes they lead to an exact ap- 
preciation of an individual as a naval officer. One 
who stands a brilliant examination will be a man of 
natural talent and study, but he may be wanting in 
essential gifts for nayal action. Aoother, who ap- 
pears only indifferent to the examiners (who often 
do not know bim and have little time to judge bim 
well) may be instead, a man of push, action and in- 
telligence. 

Exawinations in course of one’s career then should 
only be to determine one’s fitness,and are, there. 
fore, useful to establish the fact that the officer 
maintains a properly cultivated intellect, but they 
should never serve as a basis for promotion among 
officers of the line of the Navy. 

iff. The Board having adopted as a principle 
thet length of service, instead of age, should be the 
standard for final retirement, recommends tbat 
the rute hereafter be that officers, graduates of the 
Naval Academy, sball finally retire from theservice 
forty-six years after the date of their evtrance 
thereto. Thnedate of entry in anomalous cases being 
fixed as previously suggested. 

This period of forty-six years bas been reached 
byttbe consideration that the Government is entitled 
to forty years service after graduation to which are 
added the six years of the connection with the acad- 
emy. 

The ages at which the officers who were originally 
in the volunteer navy entered the service, differ so 
much from those of officers who entered as youths, 
as to make it very difficult toregulate their promot- 
ion by the same rules, This circumstance, coupled 
witb the strong claim these officers have upon the 
consideration of the Government leads the Board to 
recommend that, 10 the reorganization they saould 
be allowea as-additional in the crades to which they 
are then assigned; that 1s the number in each grade 
recommended by this Board should be increased 
temporarily by the number of such officers then, or 
at any time, assigned to it. 

It is also recommended that their subsequent pro- 
motions be regulated by the same rules as other of- 
floers, except that there shall be no “ time of ser- 
vice” limit imposed in their case; that they retire, 
as now, at the age of sixty-two; and when they re- 
tire po vacancy shall be thereby created. 

In conclusion, the Board is obliged to say that the 
working of the General Remedies which form the 
jast part of its report presupposes and wholly de- 

nds upon a thorough application of the Special 

emedies which precede. 

The report of the Board is in vain, if it has not 
made clear that there exists now a state of things 
to which no general rules can be applied with any 
hope of their working. For tbe existing list there 
must be substituted another whose parts are so far 
barmoniously adjusted as to allow a reasonably 
elastic law of promotion to act efficiently without 
cupstant interference. 

Whether such an adjustment will be reached by 
tbe series of Special medies provided, wil! de- 

«nd upon the action of the Reorganization Board. 

be present Board can see no obstacle to the appli- 
cation of the General Remedies at the head of the 
captain's list, before promotion to flag rank, imme- 
diately after the reorganization is completed. 

It is not so sure regards the head of the lieu- 
tenant-commander’s list, where the important 
transition to command rank takes place. 

The Board therefore wishes to express empbati 
cally its opinion that in order to make the general 
plan of promotion applicable, the new active list 
must be made such that the time limit for promo- 
tion shall not operate to debar from advancement 
the officers who under it fill the grade of lieutenant 
commander.

We do more now than we did then, and we do not 
now have quite the same freedom and powers of the 
petty robber barons, though the cattle do still graze 
eon the reservation and we can send the unpopular 
officer’s troop on tedious detached duty; and we 
have our opinion of the kind of fellow that makes 
inquiries and reports about how the roster is run 
and the slush funds raised. : 

lf the Army has been done to deathin various 
ways there is one good thing about it—the Army has 
always died doing something, though the only life 
some deemed worth living was when it was doin 
nothing. It has been doing something for seve 
years past ; it did something even Jast winter about 
Wounded Knee, but we do not hear much of it. Is 
there no one who can tell us of the field maps each 
man carried, of the abundance of reliable transpor- 
tation on band from the first, and the numerous and 
excellent guides, and how admirably every soldier 
was kept with bis proper organization and with a 
weapon in his hand through all that winter weather 
and hew perfectly the hospital ambulance answered 
every expectation, and how the artillery ammuni- 
tien arrived where the cannon were? 10h things 
afford a lesson which may profit if studied. Wedo 
not even hear of bob-tailed regiments and tri-col- 
ored corps (red, white and black), but the talk is 
about each superior interfering with subordinate 
details ; the company commanders complain of the 
post commanders, the t commanders of the de- 
partment staff (?), the department commanders of 
whoever they please, and the result is: the condi- 
tion we see—very good for those who like it. When 
a subordinate does not wish to be interfered with, 
everything the superior is interested in mes a 
detail or a special prerugative which should never, 
no never, be touched. Some people seem glad the 
superiors are attending to things, but brigadiers got 
rid of their superiors, and why cannot the rest of us 
if we can only pull together?

RECENT LEGISLATION TO PREVENT DESER- 
TION IN THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Bots in and out of the Army the authors and ad- 
vocates of the marked changes in the status of the 
enlisted man, as embodied in recent orders, were 
actuated by an earnest desire to lessen discontent 
‘and its offspring, desertion. 

An examination of some of the true causes of dis- 
content will, itis thought, reveal the fact that the 
recent changes go little further than to mildly stim- 
ulate the symptows of the malady. 

it is not by making it easy to get out of the Army 
that desertion should be made less, but by remov- 
ing, as they beeome apparent, the just causes of dis- 
content. 

And while just causes of complaint are investi- 
gated and removed, the unjust and frivoious eauses 
should be treated with a firmness worthy of the 
servants of a great nation. A nation that at one 
time exhibited a million of real soldiers has a right 
to expect that its present small Army shall be com- 

of men, and notof whining boys. The Ser- 
vice always was and still is attractive to a large class 
of good men, men who enlist with eyes open, and 
‘are ready and willing always to do their duty. 

It isupon this class of men that the Army de- 
pends. They do not complain, but when they see the 
Service made more irksome than is apparently ne- 
cessary, they resolve to leave it at the first honor- 
able opportunity. 

it is not that necessary bardships affect these men; 
you may march them, fight them, and starve them 
and yet they will re-enlist. By observing this class 
in the Army a correct idea ef the just causes of dis— 
content may be reached, and as this class says the 
Jeast, while it does the most and best work in the 
Army, it will be necessary to serve with them win- 
ter and summer, in camp and garrison, in order to 
know what a soldier thinks he has a right to 
expect, in distinction to what a worthiess one com- 
plains about, to the first reporter who will take 
down bis words. 

To make laws granting extensive facilities for 
leaving the Service only encou the restless 
spirit more ar less inherent in every man, and makes 
the Army & convenient place to “winter in” instead 
of an institution where long service is required and 
expected, because of the length of time it takes to 
teach a soldier his trade. 

To a more graphically some of the just 
causes of discontent which, in the opinion of the 
writer, are becoming greater in degree though less 
in number, [ will draw a sketch of the routine life 
of a soldier in garrison on the frontier: 

On M ay be marches on guard at 9 A. M.; comes 
off at 9.30 a. M. Tuesday. At4 P.M. be turns out, if 
in the cavalry, for stables; some twenty other mem- 

bers of his troop turn out with him; together they 
groom, say, fifty horses. He puts lots of bard work 
on his own horse; then he is told to groom Ma- 
ay Maguire being on extra duty as carpenter 

n the Q. M. Dept. After that he helps groom Jones’ 
horse, who works the ice machine. After stables he 
«meets Jones and uire in the wash-room, getting 
ready forsupper. He asks the former how much 
he gets a month extra pay for not being a soldier, 
for getting every night in bed, for having his horse 

cleaped by some one else. The reply is $15. He 
| makes further inquiry, and finds about a dozen 
men of his troop ail getting extra pay for working 
leisurely at different trades.

Next day, perhaps, heexpectsto have to himself, 
until told that he is on the detail for instruction at 
the Post Hospital ; the day is hot, and he sleeps as 
the doctor explains the difference between measles 
and typhoid fever.

ack of interest taken in enlisted men’s school. The 

captain prays for orders into the field, where be can 
have his whole troop, every man to his horse, where 
he can teach them to ride and use their arms, where 
be sees content and willingness, no matter hew long 
the march nor how bad the weather. 

Ina this lies the only just complaint. The men are 
well fed, well clothed, well housed, and, thanks to 
—— changes, quickly tried for all minor of- 

ences. 

It is of no use to claim that all this extra work is 
aid for; it is not paid for, but is done in exchange 
or the duties of a soldier at double price, while the 

real extra duty is done by men who get no extra 
pay for it, thus cheapening the duties of a soidier 
and putting at » premium the hewing of wood and 
driving of mules. 

Catil this most important eause of discontent is 
remedied by legislation, other causes sink into in- 
significance and may as wel! be omitted. ti

COURTS-MARTIAL OF OFFICERS.

args oumber of the men of the command had unlawfully 
an with force of arms attacked and entered the 

Wi Walia and shot to death 
one A. J. Huot, a prisoner therein. Finally, that 
this result was due to the failure of Col. Compton to 
take any proper or sufficient measures or action by roll 
calls, inspections, arrests or otherwise to ascertain the 
guilty men, to cause the return to the post of the men in 
town, or in any manner to watch, restrain or discipline 
them, and that he failed to take sufficient measures or ac- 
tion to arrest them or te detector to restrain or bring them 
te justice for their crimes. 

Tbe accused pleaded not guilty to the charge and the spec- 
ifications. He was found guilty. 

Sentence—To be suspended from rank and command on 
half pay for three years,and to be confined forthe same 
period within the limits of such military post as the review- 
ing authority may designate.

James A. Swift, lst Cav., tried by Court-martial on 
a charge of conduct unbecoming to an officer and a 
gentleman, the specifications being to the effect that 
he had failed to pay his debts, and was sentenced to 
dismissal. The President’s action is shown by the 
following endorsement upon the papers: 

“From the evidence in this case it appears that 
the accused has contracted pecuniary obligations of 
such 8 nature and in such a manner av to indicate a 
very careless habit, if not a more serious fault. Any 
further transactions of like character would prove 
beyond a doubt the latter to be the case, and would 
render further leniency impossible. But,in view of 
Lieut. Swift's large family and the frequent changes 
of station he has been required to make, the clem- 
ency recommended by a majority of the court and 
concurred in by Department Commander will 
be granted. The proceedings, findings and sentence 
are, therefore, approved and contirmed, but the 
sentence is mitigated to a reduction in rank, so that 
the name of Ist Lieut. James.A. Swift, Ist Oa’v., 
shall be put at the foot ef the list of Ist licutenants 
‘of cavalry, there to remain; for a period of five 
years. 
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Tue London Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘““Com- 
menting on the recent emeute in the Coldstream 
Guards, the New York Commercial Advertiser states 
that ‘the American Army is becoming more un- 
popular every year, and that in each case the cause 
is probably the same—namely, the distaste for army 
life which democracy creates,’ The New York joar- 
nal goes on to ask: ‘Can it be that our trouble has 
its erigin in precisely the same seurce as these 
mutivies in England? Can it be that our Army 
regulations are an anachropvism—a survival of feud- 
alism in the midst of a state of society to which 
feudalism is totally alien? We fear that this is but 
tootrue. Else why do so many of the rank and file 
of our Army find the life of a private soldier so 
stifling as to be absolutely intolerable. Their pay is 
liberal, their rations abundant, their physical com- 
fort in every way looked after. And yet they are 
profoundly dissatisfied with their life. And the rea- 
son is that that life1s profoundly out ef harmony 
with their environment.’ If this feeling grows, 
there will be but one course open to the Govern- 
ments—to render military service compulsory, asin 
the larger States of Europe. Thus tbe evil which 
socialism is doing so much to create would provide 
itsown remedy. Itisas well for politicians of the 
advanced school to bear this fact in remem- 
brance.”’ The same paper, in an article on the 
Emperor of Germany, says: “ The great feature of 
the day is that everywhere alike, whether in great 
monarchies or great republics, whether in semi-re- 
publican monarchies like the United Kingdom or 
semi-monvarchical republics, like the United States, 
the key-note seems to be deference to popular 
aspirations for the recast of society, aspirations so 
powerful that even mighty armies are kept well in 
band till it can be seen how much it 1s safe to con- 
cede to these dominant impulses of the people’s 
mind. The German Emperor is the very mouthpiece 
needed {for these popular aspirations, both because 
he represents a Power which can effectually check 
anything like anarchy, and because he cordially 
shares the cesire which these popular aspirations 
express.” 








CoLONEL HENRY STONE has an article in the At- 
lantic Monthly for October on General George H. 
Thomas, in whom he discovers, as others have, 
“ qualities hardly to be found in any of our other 
Geverals.” A certain impressive grandeur’ for one 
thing, the great figure of Thomas still standing 
“alone, colossal, undiminished by comparison with 
the greatest—a nation’s landmark.” He was firstand 
foremost a soldier and never anything else; the 
very model of a soldier and agentlemaa. From Oct. 
21,1861, until the end of the war he was not absent 
from bis post asingle hour. He had an inflexible, 
unyielding, never failing will, whose operations were 
almost as one of the forces of nature. His Chicka- 
mauga was perhaps the most signal illustration of 
defensive battle during the war for the Union, 
Thomas’s defence on that immortal day stands by it- 
self. In the troublous era of reconstruction he stood 
asa bulwark for law and order in the threatening 
anarchy. He rejected without hesitation Andrew 
Jobnson’s bribe of a brevet generalship and he quiek_ 
ly repressed all tendencies to nominate him for the 
Presidency. The Constitution was his political 
Bible. To its study and interpretation he gave his 
serious and constant attention. He had carefally 
considered the great themes of life and experience, 
and on proper occasions gave fit expression to his 
convictions. His greatness was inherent and natural 
and entire. His tastes were all simple and refined. 
They mistake who call him slow. His mind was 
quick, alert, foreseeing. If ever he committed a 
mistake it has not yet been discovered. Such is Col. 
Stone’s estimate of the man who resembles Wash- 
ington more than any man in our history, and of 
Washington Hiram Powers said, in a conversation 
with Nathaniel Hawthorne, that he was the only 
American who had that certaln indescribable look of 
self conscious power in repose that characterised the 
expression of royal persons, accustomed all of their 
lives to be recognized as something apart and above, 








ARCHIBALD Forsgs in a recent article, truth- 
fully says that the “ideal war correspondent should 
bea competent judge of warfare, conversant with 
all military operations, from the mounting of a cor- 
poral's guard tothe disposition of anarmyin the 
field. He ought to have supreme disregard for hos- 
tile fire when real duty calls upon him to expose 
himself to it, and his pulse should be as calm when 
shells are bursting around him as if he were watcb- 
ing his bosom friend undergoing the ordeal of the 
marriage service. He must have a genuine instinct 
for the place and day of an impending combat; he 
Must be able tu scent. the coming battle from afar, 
and allow nothing to hinder him from getting up iu 
time to be a spectator of. it. He should be so consti- 
tuted as to have an intuitive perception how the 
day hath gone; to be able to discern victory or de- 
feat, while as yet to the spectator not so gifted the 
field of strife seems confusion worse confounded, 
and so to rely on his judgment as to veriture, ere the 


turmoi] has died away, to turn bis back upon it, 
and ride off, the-earliest bearer of the momentous 
tidings.” Mr. Forbes thinks Juliys Cesar would 
have been an exceptionally brilliant war eorrespon- 
dent, if the profession had been invented in his 
time, and if he could have weaned himself from the 
meaner avocations of commanding armies, conquer- 
ing countries, and ruling nations.

The material 
was bard end could not be cut, so small wheels of 
iron about 6 in. in diameter and 1 in. thick were 
used, They were driven at six thousand revolu- 
‘tions minute and melted or abraded the metal 
away instantly, at the same time drawing the tem- 
per so that a screw th could afterwards be cut 
on the end of the tempered rod. 





Mr. Jawes A. Longridge, writing from Grave 
d’Azette, Jersey, says: ‘The results of these trials 
a justify the conclusions arrived at in my recent 
book,‘ The Artillery of the Futare." They prove 
that a 66-ton gun with B.N. powder is fully equal in 
penetrating power to the 110-ton gune ‘fi with 
the brown coooa or E.X.E. powder. The 66 ton 
Canet gun with 317 Ib. of B.N. powder cave a muz- 
zle energy of 39.190 foot-tons. But I have shown in 
*The Artillery of the Future.’ 54, that a 12- 
ineh gun fired with 200 lbs. of Nobel powder would 
give a muzzle ene of 30,537 foot tons, or rather 
more than that of the Canet cun. The length of 
the 12-inch gun is only 27 feet 3 inches, whilst that 
of the Canet. gun is 42 feet, and.the weights are 45 
tons and 66 tons res vely. The reason why the 
shorter gun is relatively superior to the Canet gun 
is, that the maximum pressure is 30 tons square 
inch against 16.21 tons in the Canet guv. In Nag ar- 
ticle you speak of the pressure o 800 Ibs. per 
equare inch as an extreme ure. It may - 
bly be extreme as:regards steel guos, but it 
wav low pressure as regards the ballistie force 
of powder, and itis by no means an extreme pres- 
sure as re s properly constructed wire guns. 
‘Pressure must always be oonsidered relatively to the 
resisting power of the gun. I will only repeat what 
I have so often said and proved, both theoretically 
and practically, that by the use of wire a gun ma 
have a greater margin of under a pressure-0 
80 tons than a forged steel gun under preseure of 17 
tons per square inch... Why, then, will gunmatkers 
not be persuaded to make such guns as [ have 
spoken of in my recent book, and thus give the new 
powders a fair,trial ?”

Tux “Middelgrund” fortifications of Copenhagen '

Sixty timber caissons 45 ft. long have been sunk for 
the foundations, 240,000. cubie yards of stone being 
deposited. On the caissons are placed sixtv concrete 
blocks, extending from 3 ft. below to 1}¢ ft. above 
the water. On thess rise granite wall 12 ft. thick 
tapering upward. The main works, inside the break- 
water, have an ares of 9 acres, and rise with sloping 
sides, on which it is intended to plant trees toa 
height of 40 ft. The muzzies of the guns will be 
about 45 ft. above the water. The battery is to be 
armed with five om, and twelve 17 om. Krupp 
guos. The guns wil isolated, either singly or in 
pairs, by traverses, so that they may be more inde- 
pendent of each other, and they will be protected 
by armor shields, but not by turrets. Behind the 
battery, earthworks rise toa height of 70 ft. above 
sea level, above which the lignthouse will rise an- 
other 20 ft. The shell-proof barracks and stores 
have cost upwards of $250,000,and provide accom- 
modations for 700 men. The works are expected to 
be ready in the year 1894.

Very tew of them 
bac ever received any instruction in guaid duty, simulated 
or otherwise, bot being intelligent and zealous, they learned 
very rapidly tbeir oifferent duties, and I bad the satisfac- 
tion and pleasure of witnessing, on the last day of ay gtay 
ip camp, a guafd mount and a dress parade very creditably 
performed, and found the sentinels on post well instructed 
and performing tbeir duty in a soldierlike manner. The 
improvement in drill, from one day to the next, was re- 
markable, and, bad more time been allotted, good profic- 
jency would bave been shown. I bave since been credit-

Captain Burke reported at The Dalles, Oregon, 
July 1, and was met at the depot by Col. Houghton 
and escorted to the camp about 244 miles West of 
the town. He says: 


I found nine companies of the 34 Regiment present ; they 
had been in camp since June 28 (three days.) The camp 
was pitched according to regulations, in what had been a 
very nice looking meadow, but owing to the lightness of 
the sod was soon tramped into dust and did not present as 
inviting an appearance us it did on the first day.

This extreme bot weather, however, did not 
cause any interruptions except to change, at my suggestion, 
the bour for ttahon drill from afternoon to forenoon ; 
neither did it have any depressing effect on the officers and 
men, as they were very energetic and ambitious, and care- 
fully observed and carned out cheerfully and promptly 
ail orders and instructions given them. 

I found on duty with this regiment three non-commis- 
sioned officers of the 14th U.S. lofantry, from Vancouver 
Bks., Wash. They were sent by Col. Anderson at Col. 
Houghton's request. They took the companies in turn and 
instructed them in the skirmish drill, in which drill the com- 
panies were very deficient. Their service was most valuable 
tothe regiment. My duties with this regiment were about 
the same as with the 2d, The same remarks apply to the 3d 
as did to the 2d Regiment. in regard to their knowledge of 
drills and ceremonies. With the exception of the two com- 
panies at the Dalles, the majority bad never seen a battalion 
Gril), a dress parade, or a guard mount. When I arrived the 
rough edge had been worn off considerably, so that I did 
not bave to work quite as bard as with the 2d. After mak- 
ipg some corrections in their manner of performing tbe 
ceremonies they did them fairly well. There was a marked 
improvement in the drills from day to day, and also a 
marked improvement in the performance of guard duty. To 
this duty I bad to devote the most attention as they were 
deficient in almost all the details. As they were very Zealous 
and intelligent they learned the duty very rapidiy. The 
officers and non-commissioned officers of the guard were 
also fairly weil posted. in this matter of guard duty alone 
the object of the camp was well fulfilled. The number of 
ceremonies was not excessive, the time was: generally well 
employed, and the instructions received were certainly very 
beneficial. The officers were competent as a class, and the 
men, zealous and intelligent, were sincerely interested in 
their duties, were courteous and respectful, and it gave me 
great pleasure under such circumstances to impart any in- 
struction that I was capabie of giving. I consider that this 
their first encampment was a success. That it wasa suecess 
is greatly due to the energy, perseverance and military 
ability of Col. Hougbton, who, like Col. Lovell of the 2d 
Regiment, bad a great deal of bard work to perform, with a 
like number of petty annoyances to contend with. He re- 
ceived intelligent assistance from bis staff, particularly from 
Lieut. Norton, the commissary officer. I received the same 
courteous treatment from the 34 Regiment that I did from 
the 2d, and all suggestions that I saw fit to make from time 
to time were favorably received and promptly acted upon. 
I would respectfully recommend that more attention be 
given in the armories to seeing that the men are properly 
set up toskirmish drill, target practice, and simulated guard 
duty. Scale, fair. Order of merit in State, 3. 

Capt. Burke reported to Col. U. F. Beebe, 1st Inf., 
at Milton, Ore., July 5, 1891, and among other things 
says: 

I found eight companies, under command of Col. Beebe, 
encamped near Muiton Statiop, Ore., on the Northern Pa- 
cific Rsilroad, 27 miles from the eity of Portiand. The camp 
bad b en pitched by laborers under the superintendence of 
Lieut. McCaw, the engineer officer. It was laid out accord- 
ing to regulations, with the exception of the tents of the 
field and staff, which were placed on the north side of the 
parade grounc. This change was rendered necessary on ac- 
count of the density of the timber in rear and south of the 
tents of the line officers. The site is an excelent one and 
ve: y suitable to the camp. The supply of water was pure 
and abundant, a beautiful mountain stream runoing on the 
south side of the camp. Tbe drainage and other sanitary and 
bygienic conditions are very good, There was an abund- 
ance of shade. The police of the camp was exceptionally 
good. This refers tothe general police of the camp; the 
companies policed the grouud around their own and their 
officers’ tents, and I always found the interior of the tents 
and the company grounds in excellent condition. During 
Gen. Gibbou’s visit to the camp he noticed this particularly, 
and expressed bimself as wel! pleased with the neat and or- 
derly appearance of the company tents and parades, For- 
tunately tor the regiment, Col. Beebe had the experience of 
baving been connected with the 7th Regiment, New York 
State Militia, coameqnents was familiar with the necessities 
and requirements of a military camp. Being an exceedingly 
active and energetic oflicer, and thoroughly well posted oa 
military matters, be had the affairs of the camp running 
very smoothly atter the second day. No detail was over- 
looked that would add to the convenience and comfort of 
bis command, The only compiaiat I heard, and the only 
triction I noticed, was about the meals fur the first two days. 
Atter that everything ran smovuthiy and satisfactorily, Sub- 
sistence was by contract,and there was an abundaoce of 
everything necessary ; it was well cooked and weil served, 
This is the first time this regiment has been incamp. The 
Portiand battalion, however (six companies), bad a great 
advantage over the second and third, in baving received in- 
structions in their armory, in battalion drill, dress parade, 
ete, They were familiar with the drills and ceremonies from 
the first day. They occupy a spacious and admirably 
equipped armory, 400 feet square, biick and stone; admin- 
istration bpildiog two stories high ; room on ground 
floor, 100 by 200, covering half the biock. These companies 
(A, C, E, G, l and K) baving had the benefit of this experi- 
ence were well up in the drillzand ceremonies, but the otber 
two outside companies (B and F) were as crude as those of 
the other regiments, but, having the other companies as 
models, and being Zealous and intelligent, they very soon 
became quite proficient, and at the last parade and review 
(which by the way was very creditably performed) it was 
oiffcult to distinguish, in the manual and marching, any 
difference between the Portland and the outsid pani 
Toe principal benefit, and a very important one, gained by 
this encampment, was the knowledge they obtainea of 
guard duty. There was a marked improvement in guard 
duty towards the close. The sentinels were on the alert, and 
intelligent. My priocipal duty in camp was to look after the 
guard, and, as be was thoroughly competent to inu- 
struct in the drilis and ceremonies, I devoted my time al- 
most entirely to this very important duty. Although the 
law vides penalties for failure to turn out, when or- 
oered, it is found very difficult to compel attendance on 
military exercises when these requirements conflict with 
the daily duties of civil lite, This was the great difficulty

I do 
wish tbat the employers would see it in this ligh', as a great 
number of patriotic young men would be benefited there.

I consider that the encampment bas been very 
neficial. The ceremonies were not excessive and the time 
was remarkably well employed. The officers, as a class, 
were competent, and the enlisted men remarkably zealoug 
and intelligent, and habitually carried out all rules of milj- 
tary etiquette.

ularly so by Col. Beebe and bis gentlemanly staff. Avy sug.

er. The colonel is one of the best battalion instructors that 
I bave bad the pleasure of meeting for a long period, and ig 
remarkably well posted in all military duties. His staff ig 
very competent, and ably and cheerfully assisted the colo.

form. In closing, I would respectfully recommend that 
more attention be given in the armories to seeing that the

THERE is wuch talk in this section of the scheme of Lieut, 
Evens, 12.b U. 8. Inf., to nationalize theguard. Ali seem to 
favor it, but maoy tbink there is too much difference io the 
amount of subsidy between company of infantry and that 
of troop of cavalry end battery of artillery—that the infan. 
try company in Article 7 should cail for $2,000 in place of 


Article 9 should be for five years in place of one. 
ticle 10 should also be for five years in place of two; ia 
fact, all enlistments or commissions should be for five years 
and all commissiuns should be issued by the Governors of 
each State and not by the President. 

Article 15 should give to the enlisted man $1 per day for 
the first 30 daysand half tnat amount after, as a man who 
does not make a business of the soldier cannot afford to 
leave his place of work or occupation even for that, and 
the Government can well afford to pay that amount and 
get better men. 

Too much cannot be said and done to avoid poor material 
getting into the Guard, and especially 1s it a fact in the offi- 
cers.
